Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the minutes of Meeting 
88-3. 


Chairman's Remarks 


Dr. Swamy said that he recently visited universities in the United Kingdom 
at the invitation of the British Council. He noted in particular some changes 
taking place at the graduate level. 


i f the Co-operative Format in Com Engineerin: 


The following motion, appearing in Doc. ECFC 88-3-5, was submitted for 
consideration by ECFC: 


Subject to the conditions specified in ECFC Motion 87-1-3, the Engineering 
and Computer Science Faculty Council recommends to Senate that a limited 
number of students with high academic standing be admitted annually to 
undertake studies in the co-operative format leading to the B.Eng. degree in 
the Computer Engineering Option commencing in the 1989-90 academic 
year. 


In the course of the discussion, it was stated that a document is being 

prepared and discussions will take place with the Institute for Co-operative 

Education. Studies will be made and, if positive, the Institute will apply for 

: grant. The present resolution will go to Senate only if the project is 
easible. 


Motion 88-4-23 was adopted by a vote of 19 in favour, none against and 
one abstention. 


Summer Session 


The following motions were presented to supersede the appropriate parts of 
Motion 86-4-3 (refer to Doc. ECFC 88-3-6): 


With the possible exception of those courses required for the fourth study 
term of the co-operative schedule, all courses offered by the Faculty of 
Engineering and Computer Science during Summer Sessions shall be of six

and one-half weeks duration, in one or other of two distinct terms, each 
commencing on the same date regardless of course level, with a break of at 
least one week between them. 


Undergraduates, other than those registered for the fourth study term of a 
co-operative format, may not take more than a total of 8 credits of course 
work during a Summer Session, with a maximum of 4.5 credits in either of 
its terms, half the credits for courses extending over both Summer terms 
being assigned to each term in assessing its course load. 


Motions 88-4-24 and 88-4-25 were both adopted unanimously. It was 
noted that they may have to be revised in a year or so when summer courses 
are offered in daytime for co-operative students. 


The following motion was then presented: 


Except for students registered in the fourth study term of a co-operative 
format, a maximum of eight credits from each individual Summer Session 
will be counted towards any programme offered by the Faculty of 
Engineering a Computer Science. Students will be granted exemption for 
any course taken beyond the specified maximum for a Summer Session, 
and such courses must be replaced in the usual manner for exemptions. 


During the course of the discussion, strong reservations were expressed, 
particularly concerning the principle of denying credits already eared. In 
view of of the fact that Council was divided, it was agreed, with the 
consent of both proposer and seconder, to withdraw Motion 88-4-26. The 
following motion was then presented: 


Effective immediately, a maximum of 8 credits from each individual 
Summer Session after 1987 will be transferable into any programme offered 
by the Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science. 


Motion 88-4-27 was adopted by a vote of 21 in favour, 1 opposed and 1 
abstention. 


Slot osal - Civil Engineerin 


The proposed course entitled "Public Transit Planning" described in Doc. 
ECFC 88-3-4 was not considered at the last ECFC meeting because it was 
believed that the course would not be offered in 1988-89. It has since been 
ascertained that the said course will in fact be offered in the forthcoming 
academic year and the proposal was submitted for Council's consideration. 


A motion proposing the approval of a slot course on "Public Transit 
Planning" as described in Doc. ECFC 88-3-4 was carried unanimously.
